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5O-YEARS EN AMATEUR RADIO AWARDS - Many QCWA members are not certain 
of the manner in which the 50-year certificates are awarded by QCWA. 
We believe a history of the award might be in order at this time. 
The Awards were begun as part of a joint effort of several organiza- 
tions to honor the Pioneers in Amateur Radio who were licensed in 
1912, and in commemoration of the SOth Anniversary of Amateur Radio. 
A Committee was chosem from AFCEA, QCWA, ARRL, HARC, IRE, RCA, and 
SSBARA, to arrange Anniversary Activities and to certify those who 
had received their license in the year 1912. Eight of the Committee 
were OCWA members - John DiBlasi, W2FX, David Talley, W2PF, Fred 
Huff, W2AMB, John Huntoon, HILVQ, Morton Kahn, W2KR, George Bailey, 
W2KH, George Burghard, W26EC and Irving Binger, W2CMM. On October 
13, 1962 a Banquet Commemorating the SOth Anniversary of Amateur 
Radio was held by the Hudson Amateur Radio Council. Presentation of 


50-year awards was made a part of the ceremonies, with Herbert Hoover 


Jr., W6ZH making the presentations. The Committee had certified 72 
amateurs for the 50-year awards and of these, 37 were OCWA members. 
Those in attendance who received their awards from W621i were: WIAE, 
W2BO, K2CR, W2EC, W2EG, W2FG, K2HB, W2LP, W2MOB, W2PC, W2WX, W2vd, 
W2ZM, W31U, WBDG and OA. 


In September, 1963 QCWA announced that it would continue to offer a 
reel ba certificte to those amateurs who were, or would become el- 
igble for the award, Ralph Barber, W2ZM issued the announcement as 
follows: “If you originally received your Amateur License in the 
years 1912, 1913 or 1914 please so advise the Executive Secretary. 
To be eligible you must submit the original or attested copy of the 
US Dept of Commerce Operator or Station License issued. In addition 
you must prove your current feateur License is valid. In cases 
where the origina! license has been lost, the presence of your name 
and call letters in the US Govt Callbooks will be considered as a 
satisfactory proof." Please Note that: in all cases, the award is 
given for AMATEUR RADIO and the first possible year is 1912! It is 
not required that you have held a license continuously for 50 years. 


There have been no official changes in the rules since 1963. QCWA 
has issued 50 year awards at odd intervals to assist local Chapters 
in honoring @ special member, or when a member is gravely 10. St 
is usual for Certificates to be issued about October | of each year. 
Applications for the award are accepted from January 1 to September 
1 of each year for that year. for instance, if you first appear in 
the callbook in 1923 you should make application as soon as possible 
after January 1, 1973. If you have a license showing November, 1923 
you should stil] make application after January i, 1973. 


it is obvious that we will accept callbooks other than Government 
which were discontinued in 1932. The intent will always be the same 
to protect the integrity of the award. Remember: the essential 
requirements are: You must have been licensed at least 50 years ago 
and that you must be licensed at the time of your application - it 
is mot necessary that you have been licensed the entire time. You 
rust supply documented proof of your eligibility and the first year 
possible is 1912! You may obtain a free copy of the callbook page 
showing your first call listing from WS5EJ free for the request. 


At this time, if you were licensed in any of the years 1912 through 
1922 you are eligible for the award. Check up and make Appl ication 
now if you are eligible and try to attend the Washington Annual 
meeting to have your award presented by President Barry Goldwater!

ranks of Amateur Radio I would request that you pause to consider 
how we might improve our “image" to other amateurs and the Public! 
Listening to, and participating in many net operations, we have the 
following observations about general operations which apply to all 
amateurs, not only we old-timers; 


1, We use too much power 

2. We tend to over-modulate 

3, We get a little too baudy - too many “Hells, Oawns, etc.” 

4. We old-timers must avoid giving the impression that we 
think we're special. 


Other points may require discussion, but taking those above we want 
to comment as follows: (1) We use too much power - as oid timers we 
should recognize that a 40 over 9 signal report is not complimentary 
to us, and that we should apologize and réduce power thus lowering 
interference to others. (2) [ note that many of us overmodulate. 


‘\ properly operating SSB signal is a beautiful thing - overmodulat- 


‘ion is a curse..reduce your drive as much as possible, and thank the 
Amateur who tells you your signal seems broad - consider he might 
just be right. (3) Steer clear of the Clever-off-color jokes that 
seem so prevalent now - we old timers sort of feel like that since 
everyone knows we've had it, that such jokes are just cute. 

are, but not on the air! Oon't curse, and if a damn or hell slips 
in accidentally have the grace to apologize. (4) It is well to re- 
member that we are not entitied to special treatment - that even if 
we have operated on our special frequency since 1903, we have no 
right to it - this is true whether your net operation is the "“eye- 
bank", the Missionary Net or any ather - except in special emergency 
situations no one has priority an any frequency - and at worst the 
one who QRM"s you is lacking in courtesy. If they will not move 
without protest just move away fram them,

As old-timers, we can rerember years ago when we were experimenters, 
advancing our knowledge and the "Art" and actively contributing to 
basic knowledge. We were training ourselves to be good operators 
and radiomen, capable of servicing our country in an emergency - and 
many of us did service in several wars! These days are different - 
our equipment is mainly manufactured, as are our antennas ~ Most of 
uS are no longer able to advance knowledge in Communications, and 
as operators - “we've had it" - consequently we should seek those 
areas where we can make ourselves useful and thus insure that we are 
currently earning the right to use the frequencies we have. In this 
connection we might lend our help, advice and prestige to those who 
actively work in training younger Amateurs for emergency operation. 
Each section of the country should nave several groups of trained 
men who ere capable of responding to an efergency in a sensible and 
disciplined basis - knowing when and how to operate under emergency 
conditions, and having equipment capable of satisfactory operation na 
in emergencies without dependence on outside facilities. May we 
urge you to participate, actively, if your health permits, but in 
any case by encouraging younger Amateurs, who have strong backs, in 
such work, -Show your concern for preparedness, lend the dignity of ° 
your years in Amateur Radio in support of respect for the laws that 
allow us to enjoy our lobby - you can help in this impYrtant work - 
please consider doing everything you can! ‘
